CONFERENCE WITH OAKFIELD. 


Members tot Oklahoma Delegation Dis­ 
cuss Restriction Removal. 


W ashington, Jan. ll.—Members of 
the Oklahoma delegation were in con­ 
ference with Secretary Garfield three 
hours today considering legislation for 
the removal of restrictions on lands 
belonging to the Five Civilized Tribes. 
Senator Owen, who acted as spokes­ 
man of the delegation, outlined what 
legislation they thought ought to be 
enacted, and there w as a free inter­ 
change of view s. 
It w as agreed, as a 
result* of the discussion, that the sec­ 
retary would not oppose legislation 
rem oving the restrictions on all lands 
of persons of less than half Indian 
blood; upon the hom esteads of mixed 
breeds of half or less Indian blood, 
and that the restrictions on the home 
steads and surplus lands of full-bloods 
should be rem ovable by the secretary 
in his discretion. 
A bill along these 
lines w ill be drawn at once. 
Senator Owen s contention was that 
the full-bloods should be protected by 
the state and not by the federal law. 
He holds that the federal law can not 
protect the full-blood because he has 
been a citizen of the United States 
and that he is under the probate pow­ 
er of state rather than o f federal 
governm ent. 
The Question of the disposition of 
segregated m ineral lands and of the 
establishm ent of a forest reserve were

TO REMOTE TROOPS. 


Vill Be Withdrawn From 
Goldfield 
$<A>n After Legislature Is Con­ 
vened. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
12.—President 
Roosevelt has* determined to withdraw 
fcte federal troops from Goldfield, Ne\ 
shortly after the legislature begins its

Justice Harlan of the Supreme rourt 
of the United States, 
who 
caused 
something of a sensation by his asser­ 
tion before the Navy League tha* h« 
would have the United States make an 
appropriation of $50,000,000 a year for 
ten years to build the biggest navy in 
the world, said today that he had no 
thought of going into politics. 
My work is upon the bench,” he 
said with some emphasis, “and I have 
not had any thought of becoming a 
candidate for a political office.” 
Justice Harlan has refused to be 
quoted further upon his remarks in re­ 
gard to the navy and the “yellow per­ 
il,” but he is not so apprehensive of 
the “yellow peril.” While he thinks it 
inevitable that there will sometime be 
a contest for supremacy between the 
caucasion and Mongolian races, he 
does not look upon such a contest as 
imminent. 
Justice Harlan's theory is 
that a nation well prepared for war is 
far less likely to be drawn Into a con­ 
fit t than one which shows weakness

As all wireless experts know, di 
i rectors of the microphone type are ir 
regular in their action, and for that 
reason are more or less unsatisfactory 
While they are more sensitive than 
the coherer, t h e y cannot generally be 
used to advantage. 
They can be im 
proved in their reliability by using £ 
numbering multiple and revolving th£ 
needle, which is generally a sinai 
steel piece, by clockwork. This causes 
a more or less musical sound in the 
receiver, but the sound of all the in­ 
struments of a band is quite another 
matter, and it will probably be some 
time before the real cause of this phe­ 
nomenon is discovered.

Records 
of Fiscal 
Year 1907 Show 
1,285,349 Aliens Arrived. 


Washington.—The fiscal year 1907, 
which ended June 30 last, was a record 
breaker in the number of immigrants 
who came to America. The total num­ 
ber admitted during that period was 
1,285,349, 
and 13,064 were 
rejected. 
The total amount of money brough* 
into America by the immigrants w-as 
$25,599.892—an average of almost $20 
per capita. 
The outward passenger movement 
also exceeded that of previous years. 
During 1906 the total was 569,882— 
—224,892 cabin and 344,989 other than 
cabin. 
In his annual report Frank P. Sap 
gent, commissioner general of immi 
gration and naturalization, says: 
“The Immigration for the year 1907 
exceeded that for 1906 by 184,614, and 
that for the year 1905 by 258,850, or an 
increase over the year 1906 of more 
than IT per cent, and over the year 
1905 of more than 25 per cent.” 
The commissioner calls attention tc 
the significance of the fact that many 
immigrants were landed in southern 
ports during the last year. 
He refer* 
especially to a party of 473 Belgians— 
excellent types 
of 
immigrants—re 
ceived at Charleston, S. C., having 
been induced to go there by the state 
authorities.

Baltimore.—In a lecture at Peabody 
institute, Piof. William It. Brooks of 
Hobart college said that with the aid 
of radium a young woman could re­ 
tain all of her freshness and beauty 
for IOO years or more. But only rich 
women can afford the experiment, for 
the professor pointed out that this 
- perpetual beautifier” costs from $200 
to $300 a grain, else the purchaser 
would only get something that resem­ 
bled ordinary table salt in appearance. 
When Prof. Wood of the chair of 
experimental physics, who was pres­ 
ent at the lecture, was asked about the 
statement he looked puzzled for a mo­ 
ment. Then he said: 
“Oh, yes. I do remember something 
about it. I believe he found that ra­ 
dium retards the growth of the cater­ 
pillar into the butterfly, and he argued 
from this that it might keep people 
young.

ty and youth. Beyond a doubt he did 
not intend to be taken literally.”

Protein in Beef and Pork M ost Easily 
Digested— Just 
as 
Nutritious 
Whether 
Fried, 
Broiled, 
Roasted or Baked. 


Washington.—A bulletin prepared 
by Dr. H. S. Grindley, professor of gen­ 
eral chemistry at the University of Il­ 
linois, and just issued by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, shows that all 
kinds of meat are more easily digested 
and more completely assimilated than 
any other class of food. The bulletin 
(No. 193) is one of the most sensa­ 
tional ever issued by the federal au­ 
thorities and recounts a series of ex­ 
periments Dr. Grindley conducted on 
a “digestion squad,” of which he him­ 
self was a member. The net result is 
to dethrone bread as the staff of life 
and set up the toothsome beefsteak 
and succulent pork chop in its place, 
for Dr. Grindley says the protein in 
meat is much more thoroughly digested 
than that in vegetable foods." 
But this is by no means all, for, ac­ 
cording to the doctor, the degree and 
kind of work a man does makes no 
difference to the ease with which he 
can digest a meat diet. The clerk, the 
society belle and the laborer toiling 
with pick and shovel from morn to 
night are placed in the same category, 
and each is frankly told that meat, 
and plenty of it, in all forms and 
cooked In all manner of ways, is best 
calculated to build up the wasted tis­ 
sues Md give him day by day uhs 


strength needed for his own peculiai 
task. 
Discussing the relative merits of dif 
ferent kinds of meat the doctor deliv 
era a staggering blow to diet faddists 
‘ It is commonly said that meats of dif 
ferent sorts vary decidedly in digest! 
bility; for instance, that red meat is 
less digestible than white meat, oi 
beef than pork, or that a cheap cut is 
less digestible than a tender steak 
As regards the thoroughness of diges 
Hon, the results of the extended series 
of tests reported show that such dif 
ferences do not exist in any appreci­ 
able degree and that meat of all kind* 
and cuts is to be classed with the very 
digestible foods.” 
So, too, with the different methods 
of cooking. Fried meat, against which 
certain classes of food reformers have 
been accustomed to disclaim in hor­ 
ror, is found to be as nutritious and di­ 
gestible as boiled, or roasted, or broiled 
meat. 
The net result of Dr. Grindley’s ex­ 
periments seems to be to eat all the

Dean Wright has kept a record of 
the residence of the rich and poor 
students, and the good and the poor 
scholars in Y'ale classes for five years, 
and the report shows that the resi­ 
dents of the elegant dormitories are 
becoming worse scholars than ever, 
although it is growing to be more rare 


show that 32 per cent, of those in lux­ 
urious dormitories were found deficient 
in their studies to 12 per cent, of those 
residing in Pierson hall, a moderate- 
priced dormitory open to freshmen 
This show’s where the start is made 
toward poor scholarship in the Yale 
course nowadays. 
Dean Wright’s investigation into the 
list of honors won covering general 
scholarship averages for the first two 
years of the course shows that only 
three per cent, of the students who 
reached 
the honor list roomed in 
private dormitories, while 11.5 lived in 
the moderate-priced dormitories. 
How sweeping has become the prac­ 
tice of picking secret society members

tested by the fact that of 80.members 
of the class of 1910 who were chosen 
to junior fraternities recently, 70 were 
from the expensive dormitories and 
only eight of the moderate price.

BY BURSTS OF BAND MUSIC. 


Incident on Battle Ship Ohio Causes 


Consternation 
Among 
Operators 


and Mystifies Telegraph Ex- 


perts 
of 
the 
Service. 


"Washington —The many vagaries of 


the wireless systems of telegraphy 
and telephony which are now installed 
on the vessels of the navy are subject 
to constant study by the electrical 
experts who have charge of the plants. 
They are of especial interest now be- 
cause of the important part that wire- 
less communication will play in the 
presen^ trip of the \varshlp fleet to the 
Pacific. 


During the recent assembling of the 


fleet in. Cape Cod bay one of the opera-

tors on the Ohio, while recevlng a mes- 
sage, was suddenly interrupted by the 
strains of a march sounding in his ear 
pieces. Thinking it was the band of 
the ship playing, he went to the officer 
of the deck and asked to have the 
band stopped until the message was 
completed. 


The man who relieved him at the re- 


ceiver when he went to the officer of 
the deck continued to hear the music, 
and, 
consequently, when the first op- 


erator returned and informed the man 
at the receiver that the band was not 
playing on the ship there was con- 
sternation in the wireless office, for 
soundins clearly in the ear pieces was 
a. march played by a band. 


The Connecticut being the only ship 


present on which a system of wireless 
telephones had been installed, every 
one was at a loss to explain how music 
could be heard over the receivers of a 


wir«»ess telegraph. It peems the band, 
which wjs heard at a distance of ove? 
a mile, f>as on the Connecticut, and 
her wireless transmitters were thrown 
in whil» Her band was playing and an 
other sWp had a wireless message im 
terrupted by hearing this music. The" 
reason of this freak of electricity is) 
not yet explained. 


An explanation probably lies in the 


fact that the ear pieces of the wireless 
telegraph are very sensitive, and the 
wireless telephone transmitter on th<? 
flagship is very powerful, hence the 
sound waves of the music caused suf- 
ficent static electricity to be trans- 
mitted and received by the aerial of 
the wireless telegraph. 


Aa all wireless experts know, di 


rectors of the microphone type are ir 
regular in their action, and for that 
reason are more or less unsatisfactory 
While they are more sensitive than 
the coherer, they cannot generally be 
used to advantage. 
They can be im 


proved In their reliability by using $ 
numbering multiple and revolving th 
needle, which is generally a smal 
steel piece, by .clockwork. This cause: 
a more or less musical sound in th 
receiver, but the sound of all the in 
struments of a band is quite anqthe 
matter, and it will probably bo some 
time before the real cause of this phe 
nomenon is discovered.

Records of Fiscal Year 
1907 Show 


1,285,349 Aliens Arrived. 


Washington.—The fiscal year 1907 


which ended June SO last, was a record 
breaker in the number of immigrants 
who came to America. The total num 
ber admitted during that period was 
1,285,349, 
and 13,064 were 
rejected 


The total amount of money brough* 
into America by the immigrants was 
?25,599,S92—an average of almost $20 
per capita.

also exceeded that of previous years

Protein in Beef and Pork Most Easily 


Digested—Just 
as 
Nutritious 


Whether Fried, Broiled,

Washington.—A bulletin 
prepared 


by Dr. H. S. Grindley, professor of gen- 
eral chemistry at the University of Il- 
linois, and just issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, shows that all 
kinds of meat are more easily digested 
and more completely assimilated than 
any other class of food. The bulletin 
(No. 
193) is one of the most sensa- 


tional ever issued by the federal au- 
thorities and recounts a series of ex- 
periments Dr. Grindley conducted on 
a "digestion squad," of which he him- 
self was a member. The net result is 
to dethrone bread as the staff of life 
and set up the toothsome beefsteak 
and succulent pork chop in its place, 
for Dr. Grindley says the protein in 
meat is much more thoroughly digested 
than that In vegetable foods.'

beef than pork, or that a cheap cut is 
less digestible than a tender steak 
As regards the thoroughness of diges- 
tion, the results of the extended series 
of tests reported show that such dif- 
ferences do not exist in any appreci- 
able degree and that meat of all klndi 
and cuts is to be classed with the very 
digestible foods." 


So; too, with the different methods 


of cooking. Fried meat, against which 
certain classes of food reformers have 
been accustomed to disclaim in hor- 
ror, is found to be as nutritious and di- 
gestible as boiled, or roasted, or broiled 
meat.

REMEDY FOR TORN MATTING. 


Darn with Colors of Raffia to Match 


Straw. 


Often in moving a heavy piece of 


furniture the matting on the floor will 
have an ugly hols torn in it. The torn 
place is usually where it is the most 
noticeable and cannot be covered with 
a rug. 
There is an excellent way to 


remedy this defect 
by darning 
the 


place with raffia of colors to match the 
matting straw. It is much better than 
threads and the work, can be neatly 
done. It 
may be necessary to' run 


heavy cords across the work through 
which the raffia is to be woven. The 
threads are sewed in place with a large 
darning needle. Torn places on the 
edge of matting can be remedied in 
the same manner. It is best to sew 
matting together with a loose stitch, 
using very heavy linen thread for the 
purpose, but where this 
cannot 
be 


done then use the regular 
matting 


tacks or ordinary tacks, placing first 
one side, then the opposite side to pre- 
vent the baggy appearance which so 
often occurs. Never use a claw ham- 
mer to lift tacks from matting, since It 
invariably breaks the straw. Get an 
old blunt chisel, place it beneath the 
matting and tack head, pound gently 
with the hammer and pry the tack up.

matting is used in a room during the 
winter, cover the floor with paper cov- 
ering and pad lightly with newspapers.

form cliques which run the secret so- 
cieties throughout their Yale course.

the freshmen who roomed in the plain 
dormitories on the campus.

YEAR'S STRIKES IN FRANCE. 


1,309 In 1906—438,466 Men, Women 


and Children Took Part. 


Paris.—The ministry of labor has 


just published the records of the year 
1906 concerning strikes. The statistics 
show that there were in that year 
1,309 strikes in France, as against 830 
the year before. 


The strikers numbered 438,466, of 


whom 380,435 were men, 41,331 wom- 
en and 16,710 children. They were em- 
ployed in 1,963 establishments. 


The 1,309 strikes caused the loss of

workmen who were not strikers, but 
were forced to idleness through the 
closing of the establishments by the 
strikers.

steel piece, by .clockwork. This causes 
a more or less musical sound in the 
receiver, but the sound of all the in- 
struments of a band is quite another 
matter, and it will probably be some 
time before the real cause of this phe- 
nomenon is discovered.

MEAT LEADS AS FOOD 


SO DECLARES BULLETIN OF AGRI 


CULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 


Protein in Beef and Pork Most Easily 


Digested—Just 
as 
Nutritious 


Whether Fried, Broiled, 


Roasted or Baked. 


Washington.—A bulletin 
prepared 


by Dr. H. S. Grindley, professor of gen- 
eral chemistry at the University of Il- 
linois, and just issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, shows that all 
kinds of meat are more easily digested 
and more completely assimilated than 
any other class of food. The bulletin 
(No. 193) is one of the most sensa- 
tional ever issued by the federal au- 
thorities and recounts a series of ex- 
periments Dr. Grindley conducted on 
a "digestion squad," of which he him- 
self was a member. The net result is 
to dethrone bread as the staff of life 
and set up the toothsome beefsteak 
and succulent pork chop in its place, 
for Dr. Grindley says the protein in 
meat is much more thoroughly digested 
than that in vegetable foods.' 


But this Is by no means all, for, ac- 


cording to the doctor, the degree and 
kind of work a man does makes no 
difference to the ease with which he 
can digest a meat diet. The clerk, the 
society belle and the laborer toiling 
with pick and shovel from morn to 
night are placed in the, same category, 
and each is frankly told that meat, 
and plenty of it, in all forms and 
cooked In all manner of ways, is best 
calculated to build up the wasted (.is- 
sues Md dT« Um ity *y d*j xke 


strength needed for his own peculiai 
task. 


Discussing the relative merits of dlf 


ferent kinds of meat the doctor dellv 
era a staggering blow to diet faddists 
"It is commonly said that meats of dif 
ferent sorts vary decidedly in digest! 
bllity; for instance, that red meat \a 
less digestible than white meat, 01 
beef than pork, or that a cheap cut it 
less digestible than a tender steak 
As regards the thoroughness of diges- 
tion, the results of the extended series 
of tests reported show that such dif- 
ferences do not exist in any appreci- 
able degree and that meat of all kindi 
and cuts is to be classed with the very 
digestible foods." 


So; too, with the different methods 


of cooking. Fried meat, against which 
certain classes of food reformers have 
been accustomed to disclaim in hor- 
ror, is found to be as nutritious and di- 
gestible as boiled, or roasted, or broiled 
meat. 


The net result of Dr. Grindley's ex- 


periments seems to be to eat all the 
meat you like, cook It as you like, and 
if your pocketbook rebels at the prices 
of porterhouse .use round steak or 
flank steak. Whatever you do, as long 


Curried Vegetables. 


Four 
level 
tablespoonfuls butter, 


one-half onion sliced, four level table- 
spoonfuls flour, one level tablespoonful 
curry powder, one-half level teaspoon- 
fui salt, two cupfuls hot milk, one cup- 
ful cooked peas (fresh or canned), one 
cupful potato (diced), one cupful tur- 
nip (diced).

Dean Wright has kept a record of 


the residence of the rich and poor 
students, and the good and the poor 
scholars in Yale classes for five years, 
and the report shows that the resi- 
dents of the elegant dormitories are 
becoming worse scholars than ever, 
although It Is growing to be more rare 
to find an occupant of the cheap dor- 
mitories in a secret society. 


Dean Wright does not attack the so- 


ciety system as the only recommenda- 
tion of reform: he recommends that 
Yale erect more dormitories so that 
members of the freshmen and sopho- 
mores can be housed by the college in- 
stead of being lodged in the palatial 
private dormitories where, at present, 
they grow to neglect their studies and 
form cliques which run the secret so- 
cieties throughout their Yale course. 


Dean Wright found in 1904 that 31 


per cent, of the freshmen Jiving in the 
rich 
men's private dormitories 
had 


been reproved by the faculty for poor 
scholarship, against 17 per cent, of 
the freshmen who roomed in the plain 
dormitories on the campus. 


Warnings sent out for low scholar- 


ship to the present freshmen class 


show that 32 per cent, of those in lux- 
urious dormitories were found deficient 
in their studies to 12 per cent, of those 
residing in Pierson hall, a moderate- 
priced dormitory open to freshmen 
This shows where the start is made 
toward poor scholarship in the Yale 
course nowadays. 


Dean Wright's investigation into the 


list of honors won covering general 
scholarship averages for the first two 
years of the course shows that only 
three per cent, of the students who 
reached the honor list roomed in 
private dormitories, while 11.5 lived in 
the moderate-priced dormitories. 


How sweeping has become the prac- 


tice of picking secret society members 


from the rich from 
high-priced dormitories is at- 


tested by the fact that of £0,members 
of the class of 1910 who were chosen 
to junior fraternities recently, 70 were 
from the expensive dormitories and 
only eight of the moderate price. 


The Yale Alumni Weekly says, in 


discussing 
Dean 
Wright's 
report: 


"There were those who Inclined to the 
belief that in the last few decades 
there has developed at Yale a disincli- 
nation for the simple college life and 
a tendency to surround 
the 
under- 


graduate days with luxury. In other 
words, there are those who see in the 
rise of private dormitories a tendency 
toward the establishment of conditions 
characteristic of Harvard at the pres- 
ent lime, where the richer undergradu- 
ates have forsaken the campus 'dor- 
mitories 
for what euphoniously 
is 


called the 'Gold Coast' block of lux- 
urious private houses, suggestive ol 
prosperous metropolitan clubs, with 
liveried attendants and operated with 
more than oriental splendor. But any 
close student of the situation can see 
that the rise at Yale of the private 
dormitories is not primarily, if at all, 
due to a personal preference for luxury 
on the part of freshmen and soph-

and Children Took Part. 


Paris.—The ministry of labor has 


just published the records of the year 
1906 concerning strikes. The statistics 
show that there were in that year 
1,309 strikes in France, as against 830 
the year before. 


The strikers numbered 438,466, of 


whom 380,435 were men, 41,331 wom- 
en and 16,710 children. They were em- 
ployed in 1,963 establishments. 


The 1,309 strikes caused the loss of 


9,434,594 days' labor, a total which in- 
cludes 746,490 days lost 
by 
29,305 


workmen who were not strikers, but 
were forced to idleness through the 
closing of the establishments by the 
strikers. 


Of '797 strikes for increased wages 


194 were successful, while there were 
335 compromises and 268 flat failures. 
Thirty-seven 
strikes against 
reduc- 


tions in wages resulted in 15 suc- 
cesses, 13 failures and nine compro- 
mises. 


Demands for shorter hours with the 


same or increased wages caused 383 
strikes. Of these 182 failed, 109 were 
successful and there were 92 compro- 
mises. Arbitration was resorted to in 
302 cases, 16 of them' before work was 
stopped.
